The rapid onslaught made by Japan's 
navy on the Russian fleet, at Port Arthur, 
has given rise in the Muscovite press to a 
storms of abuse, and the speedy and coura- 
geous raid by Admiral ‘Tugo's destroyers 
has been qualified as a cowardly and trea- 
cherous attack, Her action in regard to 


the sinking of the A’vesdiny in iBg4 has 
also been recalled, and seized upun as 
another example of the survival of her bar- 
baric instinets, ‘That the intelligent public 
will lund small importance te the neurotic 
ravings of these inspired sheets is certain, 
and sufficient examples from recent history 
have already been quoted to prove the 
manifest injustice of such criticisms. There 
is, however, a source of immense interest 
and instruction in the study of Japan's 
methods of conducting a campaign when 
compared with those adopted by us in wars 
of recent date. ‘The sudden and unex. 
pected attack on the Russian ships at Port 
Arthur, like the sinking of the Av’ozsddng. 
was a mere act of war, bereft of that 
misplaced humanitarianism which has so 


135 


often prolonged our own struggles with 
an enemy. We have had several examples 
to prove that, the restraint this placed on 
the action of our leaders and our troops 
has cunsiderably lessened their capacity 
of expeditiously subduing an enemy, thus 
entailing far greater suffering and loss of life

than if prompt and severe measures had been 
adopted from the first. This was especially 
remarkable during our campaign in South 
Africa, wherd the immediate execution of all 
rebels caught red-handed would have saved 
hundreds of lives and prevented the des 
(ruction of much valuable property. [tis also 
certain that, in the China Japanese war, 
notwithstanding the sinking of the A’ezs/ ing 
and the slaughter of Chinese troops at 
Port Arthur, the loss of life was very much 
smaller than during our prolonged struggle 
in South Africa. Once war is inevitable, it 
is certain that the best and most humane 
course is to strike hard ; for, in most cases, 
several severe blows will convince an 


enemy that resistance is useless and unpro- 
fitable. Besides, when the interests of a 
nation are at stake, and the God of war has 
been appealed to, there is no time left for 
the splitting of hairs in the adjustment of 
courtesies, ‘There is no room for the pro- 
tocol of politeness on a battlefield. Nichol- 
son, Hobson, and other of our leaders 
proved this policy during the Mutiny, as 
did General de Coucy at Hue in 1885,

Admiral Togo reports that his fleet con- 
sisting of the combined squadrons, operating 
as previously arranged, together with both 
sections of our destroyer Alotilfy, -made a 
demonstration against Port Arthur, on the 
night of the 2ust and morning ofjzand.

At 8 a.m. on the zand, our main fleet 
with part of the cruiser squadron approached 
Port Arthu?, while a squadron was dispatch- 
ed to Pigeon Bay.

During the engagement the cnemy’s Meet 
gradually came out, and, when we had 
ceased our fire on the town, it consisted of 
five baitleships, four cruisers and ten torpedo 
destroyers. .

LETTER FROM THE CAPTAIN OF 
THE “ KORIETZ." ; 


“LOOKING FOR A TUSSLE.” 

The Novoe Vremya publishes an extract 
from a letter written by Captain Nyelayeff, of 
the Aorie/s, the gunboat destroyed at Chemul- 
pho, which shows, says the Times correspond- 
ent, that whatever Admiral Alexeieff may have 
thought, his subordinates were not unaware of 
the danger of the situation. The letter is dated 
January 9, and the extract reads :— 

I am ready to go to sea at any minute, 
From day to day we are looking fora tussle 
with the Japanese ; we expect a sudden attack 
without any reclaration of war. All our wood- 
work is being taken ashore. T have no armour- 
plating. We are +trang enough to attack, have 
a good supply of arms, and the spirit of the 
menis good. We Russians often reply on this 
spirit, and let it do the work for us; perhaps 
that plan will nct succeed here, 1 shall do all 
I find necessary, and if they shoot us down 
and kill us, hald us in honourable memory. 

Captain Byelayeff’s letter supplies a curious 
contrast to the proceedings in Port Arthur. It 
waa on New Year's Eve that Admiral Alexeieff 
gave this great ball. A private letter written 
from Port Arthur about the same'time describes 
the general. feeling as being very confident. 
There was no danger of war, said the writer, 

‘and if by chance waf should come Russia 
would easily heat Japan, The correspondent 
adds that in face of Captain Byelayeffs letter 
the hollowness of Russia's denunciations of 

_ Japanese treachery becomes more obvious 
than ever. 

Half the naval officers who attended the ball 
given by the Admiral's wife on the night of the 
first torpedo attack at Port Arthur, were unfit 
for duty when they returned to their ships, says 
the war correspondent of the Daily Telegraph, 
and fell into disgrace. 

General Tschagow, chief of the Trans-Amur 
frontier guards, has been entrusted with the 
protection of the Chinese Eastern Railway. 
The traffic department of the railway is 
endeavouring to preserve normal prices for 
produce and forage and to cnsure their ade- 
quate supply during the war.

AN: EXCITING NIGHT IN THE RED SRA. 

The B.1. steamer sfombasse teft'Sucz on 
Sunday thorning, Feb. 31, and on Monday 
evening, at half past ten, searchlights suddenly 
flashed upon her, from out of the pitch dark- 
ness, some miles away. They were from some 
severior eight Russian watships which, were 
ahead of them, and manauvring “about. One 
of the war vessels was closer to the Afombassa 
than the rest, and, after sometime, spent pro- 
bably in taking the ship's measure, this vessel 
fired a shot in the directiol of the steamer. 

AN INVITATION TO HEAYR-TO. 
Captain Stevenson did not immediately comply 
with the order, Lut signalled down to the 
engine-room to "stand by." The Moambassa 
contirued to advance in the direction of the 
“group of warships. Then one of the vessels 
veered around the Mombaisa her search-lights 
keeping the steamer in focus all the time 
When two or three hundred yards behind the 
steamer she fired another shot.

There was nothing to attract suspicion, 
of course, and the Russians found everything in 
order, the general cargo on board and 50 odd 
passengers—bound mostly for Calcutta—hav- 
ing no interest forthem, After finding out, in 
about half-an-hour, that the Afombasse was no 
otherthan she pretended to be, the party got back 
into their launch with expressions of regret for 
the detention, and were taken back to the 
destroyer, which steamed away ata tremendous 
speed to rejoin her consorts, The officers of 
the Moundbasca were alf-struck by the great 
speed éxhibited by the little war-craft. 


The incident very naturally provoked a great 
deal of 
EXCITEMENT AND CURIOSITY 


among the passengers on the Afombassa. 
Fverybody bad retired to their cabins, and the 
ship was practically deserted, but for the 
officers on duty, when the first shot was fired 
and, although this warning was given froma 
considerable distance, it effectually roused the 
whole ship and brought the passengers hurry- 
ing up from their bunks to the deck to find out 
what the trouble was. The spectacle presented 
was ‘curious, and not without its humorous 
side, had the ship’s company leisure for 
humour atthe moment. The ladies in their 
scanty night ature, and the men in their 
pyjamas, all infected with the excitement of 
the moment, were a sight. They remained on- 
deck until the visit ended and the Momédassa 
tesumed her way, the incident furnishing food 
for much animated conversation and comment.

WAR ITEMS FROM TIENTSIN. 

We gather the following items from the 
Poand [. Times;— 

On the sth instant, 2,500 Russian cavaly 
and 6,000 infantry were transferred from Harbin

RUSSIA'S DIFFICULTIES, ., ae 
Ruasia, itis stated in northern papers, is in 
financial difficulties, so much’ so that even the 
wages of her troops are not paidintime, Now 
that the war bas commenced, it is utterly 
impossible for her to draw back, The Russian 
troops in Manchuria are prone to loot whenever 
opportunity offers, and the Russian military 
‘authorities are powerless ta check them, 

It is reported from ‘T'sientsin that Viceroy 
Yuan-Shi-kai has prohibited the export of all 
kinels of grain and fuod in order to prevent a 
dearth in the Province of Chihli, Hoth the 
vtailway and the China Merchants’ steamers 
have received strict orders to refuse the trans- 
port of such goods. 

The railway near Newchwang is carefully 
guarded by the Russians, while Chinese troops 
have been drawn up along the railway from 
Shanhnikwan to Peking, the partrols being con- 
stantly moving between the different stations, 

The latest advices from Newchwang show 
that the Russians are preparing to defend with 
great energy their position, -- We are informed 
that two batteries of heavy and one battery of 
light artillery have arrived there lately. In 
and near Newchwang there are now 15.00 
men. The Hritish gunboat Zspreg/e has orders 
to leave Newchwang at the first opportunity, 
The prices for foodstuffs are still going up. 
But everything is quiet. 


JAPAN'S FINANCE. 

The Kokumin Shimbun announces that a 
conference, :ttended by all the veteran state- 
ment and the Cabinet Ministers, was held, on 
the rath inst., at the official residence of the 
Japanese Premier at Tokio. Several financial 
quemians were debated, It may be mentioned 
that the proposition reliting to the nationali- 
sation of the tobacco industry and salt mono- 
poly, to be brought forward at the special 
session Of the Diet, have been gaining ground 
of late in Japan. [tis stated that if the new 
financial programme for dating with the ex- 
penses entailed by the war recommends itself 
to the Legislature, the annual proceeds there’ 
from will amount to about Y100,000,000. 

RUSSIAN GUNS USELESS. 

The Straits Times publishes the following 
wire from London, dated the 14th inst. :— 

It has transpired in St. Petersburg that the 
reason for the silence of the Kussian batteries 
at Viadivostock, during the bombardment by 
the Japanese, was that the shells supplied were 
two millimetres too large in diameter for the 
uns, which were thus reduced to impotence. 

Ammunition of the correct size is being 
rushed to Viadivastock with all haste. 


Tokio, 19 h March.—It is reported that the 
pick of the Kussian Baltic squadron is to leave 
for the Far East at the end of April or early in 
May. 

Tis stated that 770 Siberian reservists and 
60 camp-followers were drowned in Lake Baikal 
on the 15th instant. : 

The number of Japanese troops and coolies 
landed in Korea, from Japan, up to date, 3rd 
March, (a Chemulpo correspondent states) is 
150,000 men and about 5,000 horses. The 
Japanese are paid to quarter and feed the men 
when in the settlements, for officers 69 sen to 
one yen; non-commissioned officers go to 50 
sen; all other soldiers are allowed four sen extra 
for tobacco and other small expenses. 

A dispatch to the Cologne Garette from 
Chemulpo re-asserts that seventeen officers and 
439 men of the Russian warships Varyag and 

‘ovyets were either killed pr drowned when 
those vessels were destroy ed. 

A Japanese financial authority thinks that 
whatever the war casts this coontry it will cost 
Russia five times as much, (na basis of the 
war costing Japan Y40,000,020 per month, he 
thinks that against Japan’s war fund of Y48o,- 
900,000 a year, Kussia will need Y2,402,000,0°0, 
and asks if Russia will be able to bear this 
expense. He maintains that according to 
foreign telegrams Russia will not be able to do 
so, and that she 1s alrendy endeavouring to 
borrow from another country. 

Professor Theodore S. Woolsey of the Yale 
Law -chool, U.S.A., an authority on inter 
national law, bas givea it as his opinion that in 
breaking off diplomatic relations the Japanese 
Governinent gave a perfectly fair warning to 
Russia that war was at hand. “A declaration 
of war nowadays is unnecessary,” says Pro 
fessor Woolsey. “War dates from the first 
moment of conflict, so far as the belligerents 


Feng-tien. 

According to Chinese reports the Russians 
enlisied some 3,000 freebooters from the Vladi- 
vostock districts to put down those who had 
deserted from Russian service in Manchuria 
proper, not knowing that they are all linked 
together in one anti-Russian Society, These 
men are said to be accepting Russian pay but 
are in no way furthering Russian interests. 

Chinese refugees from Newchwang report 
that the Russian troops are strongly distributed 
‘along the line between there and Port Arthur 
and again north, as the landing of Japanese 
troops and destruction of the line is always 
being apprehended. At all the important 
bridges there are two or three hundred soldiers, 
while groups of sentries are dotted at every 
few miles, Those guatd troops, however, are 
described as being only Siberian Cossacks or 
Tartar country folk, and are very rough and 
primitive. They do not remain at their posts
